Dr. Sopher Talks 
On Economy 


in East Pakistan 


Dr. David Sopher, assist- 
ant professor of geography, 
will show slides and discuss 


the Hill Country of East Pak- 
istan in a program presented 
by the Geography Club Wed- 
nesdav at 8 p.m. in the Rib- 
era Room. 

Sopher received a _ grant 
from the National Science 
Foundation to do research 
in East Pakistan during the 
1960-61 academic year. He 
studied the changes in econ- 
omy of the hill people re- 
sulting from a shift of popu- 
lation due to construction of 
the Kaptai Dam on the Kar- 
naphuli River in the Chittog- 


ong Hills. 
His travel enabled him to 
learn enough Bengali to 


communicate with the hill 
people. He also made studies 
of their present patterns of 
settlement and livelihood. Ac- 
sording to Sopher, tne hill 
people are in transition from 
cultivation on hillsides by 
clearing and firing of jungle 
and new sites, to plow agri- 
culture on fiat land, 

The construction of the dam 
hes presented problems of 
clearing new land in forested 
areas and new use of hill 
lands. The reservoir area

In reply to the query of many concerned observers, T 
would like to comment. constructively, on the performance of 
this year’s Board of Directors.
